The dress of the Corean woman is 
y quaint. Long voluminous white 
cotton dresses reaching to the 'aulde 
^ trousers underneath. 

Which, ending in slippers with up¬ 
turned toes, give them somewhat the 
appearance of Turkish women. Over 
I the head is thrown a long cloak gen¬ 
erally gi-een, fastened under the neck, 
the Sleeves, through whiefh the ai-ms 
aie never passed, hanging down over 
the shoulders. By this cloak hangs 
a tale, historical and interesting. 

Once upon a time a King of Oorea 
Invited the oflicers of his army to a 
banquet in the palace of Seoul, in 
complete ignorance that a military 
conspiracy aimed at his throne and 
life, was afoot. The conspirators, who 
were among the guests, resolved to 
seize their opportunity to murder the 
king during the progress of the ban¬ 
quet. On entering the palace the of¬ 
ficers deposited their large military 
cloiaks in an ante-chamber and took 
their places in the hall where the 
feast was spread, waiting only a sig- 
niail to fail on and slay their hosts. 

But a number of the women of Seoul 
had became acquainted with the con¬ 
spiracy. Loyal to their monarch and 
unable to wajt'n him in time they went 
in^ a body to the palace and gained ad¬ 
mittance into the ante-chamber.

Care of Children's Hair.

BRUSH YOUR HAIR. 

^ It Will Keep the Scalp In Good Con- 
; ditlon. 

. The hair should be brushed regu- 
I laxly to keep it from falling out and 
to keep the scalp in good condition. 
Tho hair itself is easily cleansed with 
a good toilet water, but the scalp it¬ 
self is too often neglected. A man 
generally has a pair of. brushes, or 
at least one good one, but women’s 
brushes are apt to be verj beautiful 
but soft and of little use. It is all 
very well to have a fancy brusli on 
the dressing table, buit in a drawer 
out of sight keep a plain one for 
general utility, with good stiff bristles. 
A fine hairbrush really should never 
be put in water, as it loosens the 
bristles. When traveling the hair gets 
dusty and soon soils the brushes, 
which should be well looked after. 
Dip the bristles In alcohol, ammonia 
or bathing whisky, shake dry and 
leave in the open air. Water some¬ 
times cleans shell or rubber combs, 
but It is just as apt to spoil them, 
It is better to use an old brush to 
Clean tiio teetn, or to pass a ribbon 
or piece of twine between them. The 
best for this purpose, however, Is a 
p.ece of blotting paper. After this 
tioatinent polish the comb with a 
piece of iiannel or chamois skin.

A New Interesting and Extremely 
Fascinating Fad, 

An interesting- and extremely fas¬ 
cinating occnpation is that of modeling 
in cork, and after a little practice the 
persevering ones will be surprised to 
find what clever and Ingenious young 
architects they will become, while 
they will be greatly charnied as the 
crude design grows beneath their nim¬ 
ble fingers. 

Let us suppose that it is desired to 
manufacture a model of some old 
ruined castle, upon which the clinging 
ivy twines so tenderly, and around 
which liover many memories of by¬ 
gone state and splendor. 

Workers must first supply them¬ 
selves with the necessary materials 
and proper tools. Of the latter they 
will require some paint brushes, a 
hammer, a sharp penknife, a pencil, 
and a pair of scissors. Having pro¬ 
cured these they must olitain a quan¬ 
tity of cardboard,cork sheets, a few old 
bottle corks, a little fine sand, paints, 
glue, wire and a small quantity of. 
artificial moss and ivy. 

And now, having decided upon the 
building and procured the necessary 
materials, the next things to be done 
is to draw a plan of tbe castle you 
intend to reproduce. This accom¬ 
plished, you may proceed to make a 
frame of light cardboard, cutting it 
carefully to the requisite size, and 
then securing upon the millboard 
framework a layer of the sheet cork 
to form the walls. This may he made 
to represent stone work by means 
of uneven pencil strokes, which should 
afterward be colored in with black or 
dark brown paint, in order to give 
the structure a suitable appearance 
of agq^ 

The particular portion of the castle 
which has fallen into absolute ruin 
and decay should have rough and 
jagged edges. The walls should he 
darkened by means of a little brown 
paint judiciously applied, and small, 
irregular pieces of cork may be heap¬ 
ed against the sides to represent fall¬ 
en masonry. 

Broken columns are quite easy to 
Imitate, and if an ordinary cork be 
roughly carved with a sharp pocket 
knife and then carefully painted and 
sprinkled with a small quantity of 
moss, which should be rubbed be¬ 
tween tbe fingers until a light powder 
is formed, it will be found to serve 
the purpose most effectively. 

And now the artificial ivy (which 
must be of a small-leaved variety) 
may be called into requisition and 
trained around the broken columns 
and upon tbe crumbling walls until 
a most realistic appearance is given 
to the whole. The floor should be 
strewn with sand with which a little 
powdered moss has previously been 
mingled.—Memphis News. 


Porto Ricans are Generous, 

The people of Porto Rico are the 
most hospitable and generous people 
in the world, says Samuel Gompers, 
the president of the American Feder¬ 
ation of Labor. 

“It is nothing for a Porto Rican 
to miss a meal, in order to give it to 
another,” he says. If a man dies and 
leaves a wife and children behind him, 
other families will take the widow and 
the children into their homes. 

Their homes are wide open to all 
travelers. In one case, says Mr. Gom¬ 
pers, a family offered to leave their 
home and go to a neighbor’s bouse 
so that he might have a comfortable 
place to sleep. 

“The Porto Ricans are a people 
worth helping,” says Mr. Gompers. 
“At present they are most deplorably 
poor. I never saw so many people 
dying of hunger as there are in the 
fertile island of Porto Rico. They 
have no woi’k, and their wages' are 
50 per cent lower than they were 
when the Spaniards governed the isl¬ 
and. 

I feel that their love for the United 
States, their i oarty welcome of our 
soldiers, and their friendship for 
Americans, ought to be recognized by 
the American people.”

Ho started to trot and the 
hear looseheu up a Iqfig lop© that 
brought him several feet nearer be¬ 
fore Smout realized that his hearshlp 
had evil designs. He began to really 
run. He only touched the ground 
every hundred yards, The hear ap¬ 
parently wanted to make Smout's 
acquaintance and tvas iiersistent, He 
could go some, too, ahd Smout had 
all he could do to just keep ahead of 
Hruiti’s nose. Finally the hear gave 
up the chase and Smout reached his 
destination safely enough, but minus 
a few pounds of weight, which he 
had run off. 


Postal Service Extends to All Parts of 

the World, 

The United States malls are carried 
everywhere. It would he almost a 
physical imposslhility for a map to 
hide himself in any remote corner of 
the world without being discovered at 
last by some insignificant agent of a 
world-wide seiwlce, the machlneiy of 
which operates quietly and with clock¬ 
like regularity. 

If a bird’s eye view of the different 
railroad and steamship lines which 
cahry the mails could be taken tbe 
giant spiders’ web thus formed would 
! appear Avoven in a pattern so intricate 
' that the mind would balk at the mere 
suggestion of unraveling it, says St. 
Nicholas. 

And besides the regular steamship 
and railroad threads of this maze 
would appear tens of thousands of 
cross-lines, representing pony routes, 
dog-and-sled tracks, swift courier and 
runner “trails” and even reindeer, 
whaling ship and canoe lines. 

Every sort of vehicle and beast of 
burden, and nearly every invention 
of men for quick transportation have 
been pressed into the postal service, 
and it is possible for a letter to .go 
around the world under conditions so 
■strange that the mere history of its 
journey Avouid form a story of thrill¬ 
ing Interest. 

If a man should start from New 
York and travel nothward to Alaska, 
then down the coast to California and 
take ship to Manila, and follow the 
lines of travel to Hongkong, to S'inga- 
pore, to Canton, to Tokio, to Vladi- 
vostock, to St. Petersburg, to Vienna, 
to London, to South Africa, and finally 
to South America, touching on the 
way at several Pacific and South At¬ 
lantic Islands, and thence back to his 
starting point, he could travel a dis¬ 
tance -several times greater than the 
circumference of the globe. 

If he ordered his mail forwarded to 
him, and left correct addresses be¬ 
hind at each place, the letters would 
dutifully follow him and finally be de¬ 
livered to him in New York a few days 
after his own arrival there. All that 
he would have to pay extra for this re¬ 
markable journey would be a dollai- 
or tAvo in tolls, which would repre¬ 
sent the charges for forwarding ex¬ 
acted by some of the countries through 
which it passed. ' 

There is at the post-office depart¬ 
ment at -Washington the envelope of 
a letter which traveled In this way 
150,000 miles, and another which came 
safely through a trip of 126,000 miles. 
Both are marked and stamped in a 
way to baffle any except very expert 
decipherers of puzzles. 


Fijian Fire Walkers. 

Those who witnessed the coronation 
procession will doubtless recollect a 
small group of copper-colored soldiers 
with hare legs and outstanding hair 
innocent of covering. These strange 
people—Fijians—and their ancient 
ceremony of the Vllavilalrevo, or fire 
walking, were the subject of a paper 
read by W. L. Allardyce, C. M. G., at 
a meeting of .the Royal Colonial Insti¬ 
tute recently. Admiral Sir N. Bow- 
den-Smith presided. 

The ceremony of fire walking, Mr. 
Allardyce explained, is performed by 
a certain tribe at the Island of Bega, 
and originated in a legend that in re¬ 
ward for having spared the life of a 
man he had dug out of the ground, 
one Tui Quanta was invested with the 
poAver of being able to walk over red- 
hot stones without being burned. An 
earth OA’-en is made and filled with 
layers of wood and stone. In this a 
fire is Idndled about tAvelve hours be¬ 
fore the fire walking takes places, 
and, Avhen 'the hot stones IiaA'-e been 
exposed by brushing away the char¬ 
coal the natives, under the direction 
of a master of ceremonies, walk over 
them barefooted. 

The temperature at the edge of the 
oven is about 120 degrees Fahrenheit, 
Avhile on one occasion, when the ther¬ 
mometer was suspended over the 
stones, it registered 282 degrees and 
the solder Avas melted. Yet, -stated 
Mr. Allardyce, after the ceremony the 
natives show no signs of the terrible 
ordeal through which they have gone 
By means of a number of views the 
lecturer gave a realistic idea of the 
ceremony as performed noAvadays. 

Vice-Admiral LeAvis Beaumont de¬ 
scribed a fire walking ceremony as 
witnessed by himself. Although those 
who took part in it showed no signs 
of discomfort, he remarked that ap¬ 
parently they did not like it o-ver 
much. 

Replying to questions, Mr, Allardyce 
-Said the only explanation he could 
give of the apparent iminitnity from 
harm folloAvlng on the process Avas 
that soles of the feet of the natives 
were hardened to an unusual degree 
through con'Stant Avalkliig on a sandy 
I soil covering coral, which became ex- 
1 ceedingiy hot under the .sun. There 
i was also the element of absolute be¬ 
lief by the natives in the legend that 
they Avere proof against fire.—London- j 
Standard,

AN ARMY OF RODENTS. 


A Traveler Had to Wait for Them to 
Cross the Road. 

From Calhoun County, Mich., there 
comes to the .Smithsonian Institution, 
a sensational story of the invasion of 
that county by an army of 5,000 rats 
in one pack. A big gray rat is said to 
be leading the A'ast army of rodents. 
Michigan papers devote considerable 
space to the peculiar-occurrence, and 
some Battle Creek citizens AVho have 
become interested in the migration 
have Avritten to 'the Smithsonian Insti¬ 
tution for an explanation, if possible. 
The s.tory of the rat raid as told in 
Michigan p.apers is that about a hun¬ 
dred large rats Avere crossing a high¬ 
way three miles east of Tekonsha vil¬ 
lage, Calhoun County. TheA*^ are said 
to have been under the leadership of 
a large gray rat of venerable and dig¬ 
nified aspect, and this leader seemed 
to have some definite object in view, 
for he marshaled his forces in a most 
autihoritative manner. A few days 
afterward a farmer in Clarendon 
to-wnship. In the same county, was 
aroused about 3 o’clock in the morn¬ 
ing by a squealing noise of great mag¬ 
nitude, such as might he niade by a 
score of litters of young pigs. As the 
sound continued to grow in A'olume 
the farmer arose, hastilj' put on his 
clothes and went outdoors. The air 
seemed filled with the strange sounds, 
and the man elimhed his windmill to 
see if he could discover the cause. He 
could see a dark wave rolling across 
a field toward his barn, it is said, and 
as it apimoached nearer he could see 
that it was composed of hundreds of 
rats squealing loudly as they ran. In¬ 
to the barnyard they came, halting in 
front of the barn. Then a large gray 
rat seemed to select about twenty 
■husky rats from the bunch and led 
them into the building. When they 
emerged ten minutes later they were 
accompanied by about 100 of the Clar¬ 
endon man’s rats. They took their 
places in the ranks and the procession 
moved on again across the fields. 
When last seen the horde is said to 
haA’e been crossing the highway east 
of the village of Tekonsha. It is 
claimed a traveler had to wait nearly 
five minutes for them to cross the 
road, and he estimated their number 
to be not less than 5,000. They Avere 
still under the leadership of a big. .gray 
fellow, who appeared to be a Avalk’ng 
delegate in the most extensive strike 
in the history of Eodentdom.—Wash¬ 
ington Star.

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POULTRY HOUSE CONVENIENCES 

Handy Devices for the Raiser of 
Poultry. 

LooWing after a flock of poultry re¬ 
quires a good many steps, and it is 
iwell to plan the houses and yards so 
.as to save all the strength and time 
possible. The soil in the houses must 
tie renewed every year. Instead of 
having the fences -whioh separate one 
yard from the other all put up perma¬ 
nently, a large gate can be made close 
to each house so that the team which 
removes the old soil and brings new 
can go close to the front windows, 
ijjhrough which the earth can be 
thrown, saving the handling of it two 
•or three times. Some convenient in¬ 
ternal arrangements of the poultry 
house are shown in the accompanying 
Illustration. Ground oyster shell is 
now considered a necessity in every 
house and is kept by the fowls a.U 
the time. Instead of tiirowlng it on 
the ground, have a box or an old fruit 
•can nailed to 'the partition to keep it 
in. For water dishes nothing is better 
than an old paint-keg cut down half 
way with one stave left for a handle. 
The old paint still sticking to the 
inside of the keg may be cleaned off 
hy filling the keg with wood ashes 
well saturated with water^ which after 



being allowed to soak awhile may ho 
cleaned out, when the paint will come 
with it. Tihls water dish is set on a 
low platform or box to prevent the 
hens scraitciiing the sand into it and 
yet low enough to allow them to drluk 
conveniently. The feed box for the 
morning feeding of warm dough ought 
not to be simply a pan or board placed 
on the ground in the middle of the 
house to receive the scratchings and 
droppings of the hens. It is made, 
as shown in the engraving, by fasten¬ 
ing a board from six to eight inches 
wide like a shelf to the side of the 
pen about six laches from the ground, 
provided with a slatted cover to pre-, 
vent tlie fowls from getting their feet 
into the food. Thlis cover may be 
bung on hinges or leather straps and 
iiekl iip, Avhlle the dough is being put 
In, by a strap on the partition above. 
Both dishes and shelf can be on one 
side, and much room saved. A plat- 
' form lie provided under the roost to 
catch the droppings, and under this 
the nests are placed, with access for 
the hens on the back side so that they 
■will be dark. A drop Is provided on 
the front to be raised in order ko get 
the eggs.

Used in This Country More Than All 
Others Together, 

There are several methods of graft¬ 
ing, some being much simpler than 
others, but all accomplish the same 
end. That which is known as “cleft 
grafting” Is used. In this country, at 
least, more than all others together. 
It is the easiest, but by no means the 
best. As tbe branches of the stock 
have first to be removed, a saw is 
needed. An ordinary pruning saw 
answers well; it is like an ordinary 
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carpenter’s saw; the teeth set wide 
to make the cut clear. The next thing 
is a good knife with'a blade of mod¬ 
erate size, that can be made sharp 
and kept sharp. If the branches to he 
grafted are not over two inches in, 
diameter, the cleft or split into which 
to set the cions may be made with a 
heavy pruning knife; if larger, the 
grafting knife sold at tbe seed stores 
should be used. To strike the knife, 
a mallet will be needed; a convenient 
one is a bit of hard wood about eigh-, 
teen inches long, largest at one end; 
a cord is passed through a hole near 
the smallerf end, and tied In a loop- 
large enough to hang it on the arm. 
A wedge of hard wood, with which to 
open the cleft, completes the outfit, 
so far as tools are concerned. But 
in grafting we make a large wound, 
and unless this is covered, to prevent 
drying and exposure to rain, the oper¬ 
ation will be likely to fall. The best 
material for covering is grafting wax, 
Wbleh should be prepared beforehand. 

• GRAFTING WAX. 

Melt together, iu an iron vessel, 
common rosin, four parts; beeswax, 
two parts; aud tallow, one part. Melt 
the tallow aud wax together first, 
then add the ro.siu, broken into small 
lump.s; keep over a moderate lire, stir¬ 
ring occasionally with a stick uu'tll 
all is completely melted. This is most 
eoiivenieii'tly used in, the form of 
waxed cloth or paper. Cloth for this 
purpose is from a calico dress, or au 
old sheet, that has been washed aud 
worn until it is very tender. Tear 
this into strips two inches wide, and 
of any convenient length. The strips 
are to be rolled upon a stick about 
six inches long, to serve as a handle, 
rolling it at one end of the stick, add¬ 
ing one piece after another, until the 
roll l.s about three indies in diameter, 
and tying to' keep it from unrolling 
with a bit of the thread ravelled from 
the cloth. These rolls are placed in 
the melted, hot wax, until they are 
completely soaked through. When 
bubbles of air uo longer come from 
the rolls, it shows that the cloth is 
filled with wax. The rolls are now 
removed and hung, by means of a 
string or wire attached to their wood¬ 
en handles, in some warm place, next 
to oi’ over.the .stove, to dr.ain, catch¬ 
ing the drippings in the ve.ssel. When 
all dripping has ceased, hang the 
rolls in a cool place. If the opera¬ 
tion has been well done, the strips 
may be readily removed from the 
roll, as wanted, and torn in pieces of 
convenient size for use. Keep the 
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rolls hanging iu a piiico where there 
is no dust. Rome prefer waxed p.aper; 
good manilla paiier is covered on one 
side with the molted gratllng wax, ap¬ 
plied with n brush. 

BRAGTIOING 1’,1'IFOUE WORKING. 

It will 1)6 a good plan, if you have 
never grafted, to .get some branches 
of all old apple tree from an inch to 
two Inches through, to answer as a 
“dummy” for the stock, and some 
twigs of the same to servo as cions, 
and practice grafting, until the work 
becomes familiar. Saw off the branch 
selected for the stock, selecting a 
place on which the bark is smooth; 
place your hoavy knifo across the end, 
and by striking on its back with the 
mallet make a cleft or split down¬ 
wards, tig. 2, If the bark splits with 
ragged edges, cut throitgli it with a 
knife where the spilt should bo, as 
shown in figure 1, o. To prepare the 
graft or 'cion, select a piece of twig 
with three or four’buds upon It, and 
cut the lower end to a wedge shape, 
having a bud at the top of the wedge, 
ns in a, figure 1. The don being cut

An Easily Handled and Profitable 
Crop. 

Mushroom culture is not laborious. 
There is nothing fictitious or uncer¬ 
tain about it; there is no secret what- 
eveir connected with it, and skilled la¬ 
bor is not necessary to make it suc¬ 
cessful, The commonest farm hand 
can turn and prepare the manure, 
build the bed, and spawn and mold 
it over, and 'any ohild can gather the 
mushrooms after they come up. The 
chief labor in connection with it Is 
in preparing the manure and building 
the beds, and that Is a matter requir¬ 
ing but little time each day of two for 
about three weeks. Nearly all the 
labor for the next ten or twelve 
weeks consists in maintaining an" 
equal temperature, and gathering and 
marketing the crop.^ 

Many women are searching for 
remunerative and ■ pleasant employ¬ 
ment upon the farm; now what can 
be more Interesting, pleasant and prof¬ 
itable'work for them than mushroom 
growing? Workmen can prepare the 
manure and “fix” the beds accord¬ 
ing to directions, and the farmer’s' 
wife or daughter can attend to the 
after-management with scarcely-any 
tax upon her time, and without inter¬ 
fering with her domestic duties. 

Of course, it is easier to maintain 
a certain temperature in a cellar than 
in a shed; otherwise the cellar has 
no special advantages. Farmers need 
not construct cellars on purpose for 
grow-hig mushrooms; they can parti-

riage house floenr; In fact, any place 
■where they can keep the top and bot¬ 
tom of the bed dry, warm and mod¬ 
erately dark. 

It is necessary to maintain an at¬ 
mospheric temperature of SO degrees 
as a mlninihm, of 70 degrees as a max¬ 
imum; to have the beds under cover 
so that tliey can be kept djry, for 
much drip or wet is killing to the 
crop, as Is also a wet ill drained floor 
Oiu ■nibich to build the bed; total dark¬ 
ness is not necessary, partial dark¬ 
ness is beneficial, and sunshine is in¬ 
jurious. 

Wastes on the Farm. 

One of the most universal wastes 
of the farm arises from the practice 


of keeping scrub stock, which is like¬ 
ly to occasion loss rather than profit. 
Coincident with this lis the common 
waste resulting from careless feeding 
and lack of proper shelter for and at¬ 
tention to farm stock. The neglect 
of probably tbe majority of farmers 
to Iceep close account of tlie various 
details of farm expense and production 
re.sults in farmers continuing to ruiss 
tb<s scrub stock, whereas they would 
otherwise weed it out without delay. 

Farm Life and Health. . 

Farmers are the longest-lived of all 
the laboring classes, and if they lived > 
up to their privileges, their longeviity 
would be greatly increased. There is 
no place like a farm for the children. 
Here the boys and gilds have plenty 
of chance to play out of doors, to dig 
in the dirt and bask in the sun, and 
to live close to Nature during all the 
period of body-building. In this way 
the foundations of good health are 
laid.

Hpvv An Increased Crop Can Be Easily 
Obtained. 

The greatest yield of honey oan .be 
obtained by extracting, as it can be 
extracved from the combs without 
awaiting their sealing up. It seems 
to take the bees about as long to seal 
over the combs as to fill them with 
honey. We can, therefore, get dou¬ 
ble the number of pounds of extracLed 
honey that we can of comb. Besides 
keeping the combs emptied of their 
contents, there is the additional ad¬ 
vantage of keeping the bees working 
along filling the combs. Bees thus 
treated are not so liable to swarm, 
as they have at all times abundance 
of -room for stoning honey. It is true 
we may give them large surplus room, 
but when this is filled with comb 
honey, it is not completed. Several 
days are necessary to ripen the honey 
and seal the cells. WMh limited stor¬ 
age room they make preparations to 
swarm, and then plentiful storage 
room will not prevent it. Of the two 
methods of producing honey, comb 
and extracted, the latter does not re¬ 
quire more than half the, labor. It 
has been said that extracted honey 
does not bring as high a price. But 
in the majoniity of cases the apiarist 
is making more money from ex¬ 
tracted honey because he is producing 
three or more pounds to one. True, 
there are a few specialists who make 
the raising of comb hpney a study, 
and -those probably receive the great¬ 
est profl'ts. But the masses find InuCii 
diifflculty in producing comb honey, 
when they can easily produce large 
crops of extracted.' To succeed prop¬ 
erly in raising profitable crops- of 
comb honey requires the greatest skiil 
and study of anything connected with 
the apiary.

I The great diifflculty with the money 
system is that it has been taken up so 
rapidly that the 450 highway commis¬ 
sioners are inexperienced In handling 
the 'immense mileage which is intrust¬ 
ed to them, and they have not had op- 
portunity._to learn the three great prin¬ 
ciples of road making.. First, drain¬ 
age, second, drainage, third, drainage. 

Fifty oountlies in the state have 
. also peititioned for tlyis improvement 
of 4,500 miles of main highways to be 
. improved with gravel or macadam. 

I And in six years the State, counties 
; and towns have spent nearly $ 10 , 000 ,- 
jOOO for road improvement, and $50,- 
j 000 , 000 ' is being asked for so as to 
[complete the work of building the 
main highways in ten years and open¬ 
ing up the state at once.
